The game is dying here, and Americans could 
never appreciate “the Michael Jordan of ice hockey”

ot to piss in anyone’s Pro Stars here or 
if anything, but the one word people for- 
got to use these past weeks, summing 
gi, Wayne's role in the game of hockey, 
this: chattel. You know, property. A thing 
be bought and sold. In the emotional 
ake of Wayne’s retirement we must 
smeiber that hockey, as practised in the 
ational Hockey League, is not a game. It is 
siness. And that business is dying in 
anada. 
Things started to sour in 1988 when Peter 
ocklington, who bought Wayne Gretzky 
or $750,000, sold the asset to a small-time 
yok in Los Angeles. He was a hell of an 
vestment. The spot-market price for 
Jayne had shot up something crazy. Wayne 
oid for $18 million and a floater named 
mmy Carson. 
The day that deal was made was the day 
io salaries became reality in the NHL. It 
he day small markets became an 
ndangered species. The sale marked the 
pginning of the end for many Canadian 
canis. 
Sure, Wayne played along. He had to. 
layne said his move to L.A. would be good 
y the game of hockey. He may have sin- 
rely thought so, but he was wrong. The 
ve was good for the business of hockey, 
{ not for the game. It started with Disney 
si-marketing a team with a movie, finding 
ul the Mighty Ducks would indeed fly, and 
ei launching an actual team as a market- 
é sequel to the hit movie. 
Ex-players living in the Sunbelt figured 
al because they weren't paid their due 
hile toiling on the ice, they might as well 
si in now. So the Esposito brothers help- 
j start a Florida team. Florida! 
There's two teams there now, and one in 
asiville, and the promise of a new arena 
re Hartford’s team to Carolina. Another 
\l-market U.S. team, Minnesota, went to 
allas. A new expansion team will fill the 
id in a couple of years. Atlanta is getting 
team and so is Columbus, wherever the 
lthatis, 7 
These teams are not in these cities 
of a strong hockey tradition. These 
allis are in these cities because someone 
in buy the players, put them in a building, 


and charge people money to get in and 
watch. 

Just like any other sport/business. But 
the creation of these teams was made pos- 
sible by the sale of Wayne. 

That’s the upside, business-wise. The 
downside: teams in Winnipeg and Québec 
moved, under financial duress. Now 
Colorado has the Nordiques and the Jets 
are in Phoenix. 

Everyone in Edmonton knows the trou- 
bles we’ve had keeping the Oilers in town. 
The Calgary Flames are going through 
financial hardships. So are the Vancouver 
Canucks (a team can only afford to have so 
many ex-coaches and concussed has-beens 
on its payroll and the Canucks are way over 
the line). Owners of Canadian teams 
recently met with the federal government 
to beg for tax subsidies. Even the 
Canadiens have trouble turning a profit! 

So if hockey can fail here, it can fail any- 
where. Even in Los Angeles, where Wayne 
turned Hollywood on to ice hockey, things 
aren’t, um, ducky. Attendance is way down, 
now that Wayne is gone. 

And the number of fans and players in 
Canada is on-a downhill slide, too. A great 
many new Canadians come from countries 
that have no more hockey tradition than 
Nashville. The cost of dressing a kid to play 
the game is horrendous. It’s no wonder soc- 
cer is fast replacing hockey as the favorite 
game of Canadian kids. 

And it costs a fortune to go to an NHL 
game, anyway. 

Wayne cannot be blamed for afiy of this. 
If the word “mere” can be used in the same 
sentence as his name, it applies to Wayne’s 
role in the machinations of the business. 
Wayne said many times that no one player 
is bigger than the game. Maybe he meant no 
one player is bigger than the industry. 

Either way, the decline of hockey — its 
reduction to bottom-line wins and losses — 
is sad. Because hockey, though it will suc- 
ceed financially south of the border, will 
never be as meaningful in the U.S. as it is in 
Canada. And Americans will never know 
what they have. To them Wayne Gretzky 
will always be referred to as “the Michael 
Jordan of ice hockey,” when he is, in fact, 
The Great One.

Piven building is so bad that 
five staff members have had to 
move out of their offices and into 
another building. 

The staff members make up the 
Pharmacy Faculty’s continuing 
education section and have moved 
out of the Dentistry-Pharmacy 
building because fumes in their 
office are causing fatigue, 
headaches and illnesses. 

“I've moved them out of the 
building,” said Dr. Richard 
Moskalyk, dean of the faculty. “It 
was probably a month ago that I 
first asked them to vacate and they 
worked out of their homes for the 
first little while.” 

The staff members are now 
working at the Education Building 
on campus. While the employees 
declined to comment on the situa- 
tion, Moskalyk expresses frustra- 
tion with the university, which he 
says has failed to keep the building 
safe. 

“It’s useless. (The building) has 
just outlived its usefulness, with- 
out a major renovation,” he said. 
“We have been talking to (the uni- 
versity) for quite a few years and 
we are at the top of the list.” 

Mareel Romanick, an undergrad 
student, agrees. 

“It's my understanding that 
we've been in line (for renova- 
tions) for years and years and 
years and it just keeps getting put 
off and put off and put off,” he 
said. Sey 

No major renovations are 
planned for the building, officials 
say. And although some pharmacy 
students say they have no com- 
plaints, others think they’re work- 
ing in a sick building.

n a classic David and Goliath scenario, a locally- 
owned book store is taking the gloves off against its 


big-box rival. 


Greenwoods’ Bookshoppe has placed ads on the 
bicycle stands at the Chapters Whyte Avenue loca- 
tion. The ads inform passers-by that Greenwoods, 
“one of Canada’s largest independent bookstores,” is 
located a block away — with free parking. 

“Chapters approached CycleMedia with the idea of 
putting bike stands around its store,” said 
Greenwoods owner Brad Greenwood. “I was walking 
Whyte Avenue one day when I noticed the bike 
stands. I called CycleMedia and we made a deal.” 

The ads have achieved the desired effect, with cus- 
tomers noticing them and mentioning them to 
Greenwoods' staff. “They serve as a reminder that we 
are just down the street,” said Greenwood. “Publish- 
ers and their sales reps are talking about them, too.” 

Chapters remains nonplused about the displays. 

“The stands don’t really concern Chapters,” said 
Gord Gray, manager of the Whyte Avenue location. 

“Péople know we’re here. Customers know that 
Greenwoods is down the street. It’s no great mystery.

U of A staff fee toxic fumes 


Fresh air intake fills pharmacy building with less-than-fresh air 


fans, used to ventilate laborato- 
ries, “are doing nothing except 
make noise,” Lutsiak said. 

“When we use a chemical that 
has toxic fumes, we use a fume 
hood. And what is happening is 
these chemicals, the smell is com- 
ing back into the building .. . it 
went out as exhaust and was 
brought right back in,” she said. 

And that is exactly what is hap- 
pening, according to Carl 
Schumaker, the university's chemi- 
eal and radiation protection offi- 
cer. 

“Gasses can leave the building 
through the fume exhaust and, 
under certain wind conditions, it is 
possible for fumes to come back 
into the building,” he said. 

But Schumaker adds that any 
fumes that re-enter the building 
aren’t dangerous. 

“We can guarantee 100 per cent 
that we aren't getting something 
back into the building that would 
have toxic levels,” he said. By the 
time toxic fumes leave the building 
and are brought back in, they have 
been diluted to safe levels, he says. 
There are no plans to relocate 
exhaust or intake locations, he 
adds. 

A classroom was evacuated and 
staff sent home earlier this year 
when students thought they could 
smell natural gas. In that case, 
Schumaker says, students didn’t 
smell natural gas, but a non-toxic 
chemical that is added to natural 
gas and other substances in order 
to give them odor. 

But Lutsiak wonders what hap- 
pens when chemicals that have no 
odor are sucked in through the 
fresh-air intake. 

Schumaker admits it’s possible 
that could happen. 

“We wouldn't know if there was 
something you couldn't smell. 
Generally speaking, the amount of

Billy Bob diet just another Thornton abnormality

would find it hard to play ordinary,” a 
tanned, blond Billy Bob Thornton says 
about his acting ability. And normal he 
ain't — not in Slingblade, U-Turn, A Simple 
Plan or in his new film, Pushing Tin. 

Thornton is one of the few Hollywood 
players who willingly sacrifices himself to his 
characters. And when he meets the media in 
Los Angeles wearing door-stopper-heavy sil- 
ver rings and an Arkansas State Police cap, it 
just confirms that reputation. 

“I don’t do my best when I play ordinary 
because I don’t have that in me,” Thornton 
explains in an Arkansas drawl that’s been 
tranquilized by his California lifestyle. “I 
think the ‘regular’ for me is a little bit off.” 

As he speaks more on the subject of him- 
self, a deeper motivation for the acting niche 
Thornton has carved 
out is revealed. “I see a 
risk in being myself in 
every movie because 
once the audiences 
don’t like that, what do 
you do? I'd rather keep 
dodging them.” 

The upshot of this is 
the spin Thornton 
brings to Pushing Tin’s

Russell Bell. Centered around the air traffic 
controllers watching over the very busy, 
three-airport strong New York airspace, 
Pushing Tin looks in on a high-intensity pro- 
fession populated by people with something 
akin to a video game mentality —‘except the 
blips on the screen are aircraft filled with 
passengers. At the beginning of the movie, 
Nick Flaxen (played by the wily John 
Cusack) is the star, the Alpha male of the 
Alpha team. Once Bell, the motorcycle-riding 
Zen master who stood in the turbulence path 
of a departing 747 just to see what it felt like, 
shows up, the pissing contest begins. 

To bring some eccentricity to his already 
slightly whacked-out character, Thornton 
went on what he calls the Billy Bob Diet — 
fruit, fish and candy — reducing his weight 
from 158 pounds down to 137 pounds. 

“I did this movie back-to- 
back with A Simple Plan 
(for which he received a 
1999 Oscar nomination for 
Best Supporting Actor) and 
I lost weight intentionally. I 
wanted to look like a weird 
Indian haunted guy and I 
made it on a wing anda 
prayer.” 

The gun-slinkier role of 

























Bell is delicious because it begs for interac- 
tion with Cassock's cocksure Flaxen. 
Cassock's work in The Drifters, Con Air and 
Gorse Point Blank guarantees an intelligent, 
grounded performance. Add Cate Blanchett 
(Blizabeth, Oscar and Lucid) as Falcon's 
wife and Angelina Jolie (GA, Playing By 
Heart) as Bell's wife, and it’s a lock that none 
of this is going to be played as formula. 

The key to Thorn ton's delivery of charac- 
ters is restraint, which seems like the oppo- 
site of how an individual should evolve on 
screen. But it works because it stops him 
from going over the top and turning a charac- 
ter into a caricature. 

“During scenes, I try to not to be ‘in the 
moment.’ You know how they say you're in 
the moment? Well, sometimes, in order to 
have that restraint, I try not to be there. 
Slingblade was about incredible restraint 
because I never had a mood.” 

Ironically, the man who fears ordinariness 
is embarrassed by the prospect of being sin- 
gled out at the Academy Awards. 

“At first it was like looking at a carnival, 
like ‘wow, look at all this stuff.’ Now I’m 
embarrassed by the pictures and them yelling 
your name and being asked where I got my 
suit from and why my mother isn’t with me.” 

Still, he bravely headed off into the fray. He

There’s no room here to go into 
the personal and political intrigues 
that plagued Johann Strauss, Jr. 
(b. 1825), and his younger brothers 
Josef and Eduard when they 
sought to follow in their father's 
footsteps. However, upon the 
death of the senior Strauss in 1849, 
Johann, Jr. was elected to take 
over. That orchestra reigned 
supreme in the music halls of 
Vienna from then until his death. 
Eduard’s son Johann (III) attempt- 
ed to resurrect the popularity in 
1905, but his orchestra lasted only 
until the outbreak of the First 
World War. 

In 1977, the Original Johann 
Strauss Capelle was formed. The 
orchestra, which varies consider- 
ably in size and make-up, performs 
about 250 concerts per year in 
Europe and, this year, it embarks 
on its first-ever North American 
tour in celebration of the cente- 
nary of the Waltz King’s death. The 
Original Johann Strauss Capelle 
performs at the Winspear Centre 
Monday, April 26 at 7:30 p.m. 

During a recent interview, the 
orchestra’s agent, Peter Hosek, 
provided some details on the role 
of the orchestra in Vienna.

between mega-record compa- 
nies Universal and Polygram 
under the Seagrams umbrella, 
look no further than Seattle-based 
roots/worldbeat performer Laura 
Love. She comes to Edmonton's 
Winspear Centre Sunday, April 25 
on the heels of an unequivocally 
painful experience as a result of 
the mega-merger. 

“When Seagrams took over 
about six months ago, they fired 
everyone that we know but kept 
us on,” Love said of the initial 
repercussions of the merger at her 
label, Mercury Records. “And we 
couldn't quite figure it out because 
we didn’t have any more advo- 
cates or allies on the label and 
they kept assuring us that they felt 

. . we were keepers.” 

It wasn’t to be, however. Love 
and her longtime band had just 
recorded Shum Ticky, a follow-up 
to their 1997 Mercury début 
Octoroon. 

In fact, before the merger, 
Mercury had asked Love to re- 
record four songs from her previ- 
ous independent releases, using 
considerably upgraded studio 
resources to more accurately cap- 
ture the impressively groove-filled 
live presence of the band. But by 
the time Shum Ticky hit the 
shelves, the changes had come 
into effect and Mercury devoted 
little or no effort to promote the 
disc. 

“They had asked us to book 
some dates on the East Coast 
because they felt it was important 
for us to establish a bigger audi- 
ence in the United States on the 
East Coast,” Love recalled. “And 
one of the things we had been say- 
ing was, ‘that’s great, but we really 
need to be concentrating on our 
core audience, which is on the 
West Coast of the United States 
and Canada.” 

The revamped Mercury, which 
was one of the hardest-hit subla- 
bels in terms of staff and artist 
lineup, also decided not to send 
Shum Ticky to public radio sta- 
tions like CBC and the U.S.’s 
National Public Radio. Love sug- 
gests they wanted commercial 
radio exposure, despite 
the group’s strong tra- 
ditional following 
among public radio 
listeners.

Tales of Hoffman takes audiences on fantastic trips

hat appeals to director David 
Wcser about the Edmonton 

Opera production of Tales of 
Hoffmann that opens Saturday, 
April 24th? 

For starters, Gately loves the 
fact that this particular work has 
such heavenly music and such a 
broad appeal. 

“It’s a spectacular introduction 
to opera,” he explains. “It works 
on so many different levels — you 
can take it at face value and be 
superbly entertained, or you can 
dig, dig, dig to what psychological- 
ly is going on in Hoffman’s mind 
and how dark the tales are and 
where that is coming from.” 

The music is “fabulous, gor- 
geous, varied, lighthearted and 
passionate — many, many differ- 
ent things,” he adds. 

“The stories go from the ‘out- 
there’ comedy of the Olympia 
scene (where Hoffmann falls in 
love with a “mechanical doll” what 
we'd now refer to as a robot or, in 
sci-fi stories, an android), to the 
dark tragedy of the Antonia scene 
where she sings herself to death. It 
works on so many different lev- 
els.” 

Gately also is attracted to the 
fact that this canonic opera (writ- 
ten just before his death by the 
French composer Jacques Levy 
Offenbach, 1819 — 1880), embodies 
both fantasy and reality-based nar- 
rative. 

Framed by traditional realistic 
prologue and epilogue, the meat of 
Tales of Hoffmann is found in a 
fantastical trio of romantic adven- 
tures chronicled by the opera’s 
protagonist and an avatar of the 
historical writer Ernst Theodor 
Amadeus Hoffmann (1776 — 1822), 
a poet and author of dark Gothic 
stories. 

“In fact, the opera is based on 
the historical Hoffmann’s work,” 


\ 


Gately says. (Not that Offenbach 
was alone in his appreciation of 
the German-born Hoffmann’s abili- 
ties. 

His writings were also the inspi- 
ration for Tchaikovsky’s ballet The 
Nutcracker (1892) and he was a 
great influence on the work of the 
composer Schumann.) 

Hoffmann’s three fantastic love 
stories include the tales of 
Olympia (the mechanical doll), 
Antonia (a dying singer) and 
Giulietta (a courtesan out to steal 
his soul). 

These three stories are in effect 
metaphors for his aspects of his 
relationship with Stella, the opera 
diva (who we meet at the very end 
of the opera), and a battle between 
his higher side (artistic) and his 
lower side (base carnal desire) — 
hence the role of the muse that 
looms large in the _ text. 
Underlining the fact that the four 
women are all one and the same, 
they are all played by the one 
actress Lyne Fortin. 

To point out the outrageous 
nature of the fantasy tales, Gately’s 
production sets them in “futuristic 
settings” including an Andy 
Warhol party in the early 80s, a 
glamorous 1940’s ballroom setting, 
and “Punk-era” New York City, 
while the prologue and epilogue 
are set in the more sedate and tra- 
ditional Italy of Offenbach’s vin- 
tage. 

Then there’s the satire. Gately, 
who has earned an excellent repu- 
tation for his direction of Victor- 


ian-era satires, says Tales of 


Hoffmann was a product of a fin- 
de-cycle world in the midst of 
“great change” reeling in the 
effects of “great inventions” and 
also a time of “great outrageous 
satires.”

($430 - 108 St.) was the right restaurant for a visit 
with cookbook author and small-screen cooking 
guru Ken Kostick. Host of TV's What's for Dinner, 
Kostick loved the plain old-fashioned chicken soup, 
with big chunks of carrot and home-style dumplings. 

Mind you, anyone who’s read any of his three 
cookbooks or watched his TV show knows Kostick is 
no food snob. He’s more like a food missionary, 
championing simple menus and an accessible ap- 
proach to cooking. “I like all food, everything from 
cheeseburgers to meals at the Hotel NY Evora Coyavet (a Oi 
said the ever forthright Kostick, in Edmonton last 
week to promote his most recent cookbook, What's 
for Dinner Cooks Low Fat (he was travelling with 
his mother, Helen, who has released her own cook- 
book called Come ’n’ Get It!). 

“I do particularly like to taste food. I know that 
restaurants all want their food to be visually beauti- 
ful, but when you get down to it, you do just eat it. 
When I eat a steak, I want to taste the steak, not have 
to dig through the fancy sauces to find the meat.” 

Of our choice for dining, he added, “you can taste 
the hours of time it took for the owners of this 
restaurant to make the food.” 

In fact, Twig ‘1’ Berries, a charming jewel box of an 
eatery with farmhouse-influenced décor and a small, 
comfort food-oriented menu, reminded Kostick of a 
similar family-run restaurant close to the Manitoba 
cabin where he spends his summers.
